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DETAILED ACTION 


Election/Restrictions 


1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims1-14, drawn to a winding assembly, classified in class 310, 
subclass 208. 

II. Claims 15-17, drawn to method of making, classified in class 29, subclass 


2. Inventions "I" and "II" are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case a winging assembly for a rotor can be made by 
different method that inserting the wing edges in to the rotor core slots such as winding 
with a spindle machine and also the method of making a winding for a rotor and 
inserting in to the slots can be used for making other electric devices such as 
transformer. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Jeffrey H. Nelson Reg. Number 30.481 
on January a provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the

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invention of "I", claims 1-14. Applicant in replying to this Office action must make 
affirmation of this election. 


5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent 
by another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant 
for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the 
requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before 
the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

6. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

7. Claims 1- 5,7-10,13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Johnsen US Patent 6,483220. 

Johnsen'220 discloses a winding for a rotor of dynamoelectric comprising: at least one 
rotor field winding (118 column 4 ,line 29, fig.4) a winding support (102, column 4, line 24, 
Fig.4) having a slot receiving (1 16, column 4, line 39,Fif.5) said at least one winding and 
a plurality of teeth ( both side of the winding support 102, 114a, 1 14b extend outwards

Claims 15-17 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37

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and build teeth on each side Fig. 5) wherein said winding assembly is mountable on said 
rotor (see Fig .4 and 5) wherein said winding support includes at least one spacer 
(122,124 column 4, line 34) having edges (126, 128, column 4, line 37, Fig. 5)that engage 
slots on at least one surface of the rotor, and said slots are transverse to a centerline of 
the rotor (Fig.5.the winding support with slots transverse to the rotor) wherein said at 
least one spacer(132,134 ,side walls of the of the slots 11 6, column 5, line 14, Fig. 5) has 
a quarter-disk shape (surface of the 102, see Fig. 5), and has radial slots to receive said 
windings (132,134) wherein each of said plurality of rotor windings has a long side that 
fits into one of said radial slots of said spacer. (see Fig. 5 the winding 118 has a long 
side fits into the 123,124 slots) 


8. Claims 6,11 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of the record fails to teach a winding assembly having a locking bar 
engaging a notch on an edge of the spacer and locking bar solidly engages with a 
locking slot is parallel to the rotor centerline. This locking bar and the notch (slot) 
supporting the winding to the rotor and preventing to move a way with regard to the 
centrifugal forces.
